"FAMILY HISTORY" IS IMPORTANT 


One of the great advances in the treatm ent of 
hospital patients has been the employment of train­ 
ed social workers. The social w orker talks to the 
patient, learns w hat may be on his mind worrying 
him, then visits the home and in a tactful way talks 
to the husband, wile, or parent of the patient. Re­ 
turning to the patient she is able to reassure him 
or liei as to conditions a t home, thus aiding in the 
recovery of the patient. 
T hat a great deal can be done for the patient if 
the physician or interne taking the history of his 
illness also obtains his "family history" is stated 
in an editorial hy Dr. Ralph L. Gorrell in Clinical 
Medicine. Thus Henry B. Richardson in "Patients 
Have Families" states that there is no medical rea­ 
son why family history should not he included in 
the medical history ot the patient. Not just a his­ 
tory of the health of the patient's family but a 
statem ent regarding their family life including sex 
lile and other domestic or home conditions.

STFP TO THE RIGHT: It is 
suggested that bowling beginners 
first try a “straight up” stance— 
feet together, shoulders “squared'1 
and eyes on the head pin. 
The normal position to take 
should be approximately halfway 
between the center of the alley 
and the right hand gutter, and the 
stride of either three, four or five 
steps should bo in a straight line 
so that the finish of the stride 
(final) step finds the left foot at 
an identical spqt to insure accu­ 
rate delivery. 
But that is by no means the 
style or method that must be 
adopted. There is, in fact, no defi­ 
nite pattern of footwork. I have 
found in teaching that some pupils 
simply cannot follow a straight 
line, that they waiver slightly to 
the right or left. 
A slight change in position of 
the feet and body TO THE LEFT 
or toward the center of the alley, 
alloxving for the “body weave" 
with room for the natural steps to 
the right, almost always brings 
immediate improvement in foot­ 
work and an easier release of the 
ball.The trouble with the straight-up 
stance for the “true-line" stride 
is that the right, hip is in the way 
on the backswing and forces the 
hall to be swung “outside the arc." 
That's what sends it across the 
head pin. This is largely the 
trouble with women who prefer 
the short, three-step delivery. The 
right hip then just doesn't have a 
chance to move out of the way. 
It should, however, with the “step 
to the right” footwork.
